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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The rejection of claims 1 -28 as generally set forth in the previous Office Action, 
mailed on 10/16/2007, under Title 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over CA 
2255456 (Canadian Patent) to Siray et al. is proper and stands. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment to the Abstract by submitting a new Abstract, filed February 7, 
2008, page 13, is acknowledged. As such, the objection to the Abstract as set forth in 
the previous Office Action is hereby withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed February 7, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

4. Applicants have argued that in view of the newly submitted Declaration, the 
disclosure of the density in the range of 7-140 g/L by Siray et al. (CA 2255456), was 
inaccurate and Siray et al. do not teach or suggest silica having a density of less than 
70 g/L. 

The Examiner, respectfully, disagrees and submits that regarding the Declaration 
expressing an inaccuracy in the Canadian Patent (equivalent US Patent No. 6,383,280), 
by only one of the inventors, Dr. Mustafa Siray, of said patent stating that the disclosure 
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of density of 7-1 40 g/L was inaccurate and density of said silica could not go below 70 
g/L is not sufficient. 

5. Nevertheless, due to the lack of any certificate of correction in any of the prior art 
and references, the Canadian Patent (CA 2255456), the US Patent No. 6,383,280 and 
other priority documents and applications, there is no hard evidence to prove to the 
Office that said disclosure was inaccurate. 

The Applicants may provide another publication that references the various 
patents and states that there is a typographical error regarding the density range of 7- 
140 g/L which expressly indicates that the density could not have been below 70 g/L. 
Otherwise, the Applicants may, also, provide proofs that the alleged typographical error 
was sufficiently impossible via test results. Such proofs will receive further 
considerations.
